fa vourd with it. For 'tis the Wiſe Mars Sentence long 


ſince paſs d upon the Wicked, (which make up by far the 
greateſt Patt of Mankind) that as their Bodies putrify 
and conſume in the Grave; ſo ſhall their Memories periſo 
"from 'off the Face of ibe Earth': The Nume of the Withed, 
ſays he, hall rot. They may be flatter d and carefs'd while

But when Death lays thoſe Plumes of Honour in the 
Duſt, their outward Names and Characters, tho? ſet

This indeed is one Way of being everlaftingly remene- 


bew; But tis a Remembrance quite different from this in 


my Text, which as it abſolutely excludes all Marks of 


Diſgrace, ſo it implys all that Honour, Deference,. and 
Reſpect, which can poſſibly be paid to the Memory-of 
the Departed. This is the Portion of the Rightexws Man 


only: Tis his Memory alone that has the Promiſe of be- 


ing Precious, his Name that is to be ha#in.Rewerence 
ard Eſteem, and tranſmitted with Honours future Ages. 
I need not ſpend time to prove the Juſtice or Reaſona- 
bleneſs, of this Diſpenſation. 'Tis our Righteouſneſs that 
transforms us into the Divine Image; tis a Tranſcript of 
thoſe Excellencies and Perfections in God, which make Him 
the Object of our Love and our Wonder, our Praiſe and 
-Adoration : How can we chooſe then but admire and extoll 
it in our Fellow Creatures, whoſe Memories redound fo 
much to his Glory? Can we refuſe to Honour them, who 
have done Honour to Him, by ſetting us. ſuch glorious 
Examples to copy after? Or is it not equitable with 
God (if we ſhould decline it) to clear the injur'd Chara- 
«ters of his faithful Servants from the Calumnies and Aſ- 
perſions they were here clouded with, and give them that 
due Luſtre and Glory after Death, which the Danger Per- 
haps of their being tempted to Vanity or Self- Love might 
induce Him to with-hold,. or withdraw from them in 
Life? Indeed there are ſuch Charms in Piety and Re- 


ligion, that however the corrupt Paſſions and Prejudices 


of Mankind may byaſs them ſometimes, upon Perſonal

teous on this Side the Grave, yet the World is for the

Ina ſhort, there's no Spice ſo ſweet to embalm the Dead, 
+ no Marble fo durable to preſerve their Names and Memo- 
rics upon Earth, as an Upright and Pious and Pure Con- 
verſation. Tis this that perfumes the Relicks of their 
Corruption, and perpetuates their Character in the Re- 
cords of Fame, even when Time has eat out thoſe Mo- 
nimental Inſcriptions, by which the Memories of the 
Wicked are but deſign'd to be preſerv'd. So that it may 
be truly ſaid of the Righteons that tho' dead they ſhall live 
in the Praiſes of Poſterity, and ſpeak and act too in the 
Influence of their Example, The Memory of their paſt 
Religious Lives-reprefents them even yet as Preachers of 
Righteouſneſs; and is itſelf indeed a Living Doctrine, that 
ialkructs al that come within the Reach of their Exam- 
pule to imitate and tranſeribèe their Vertues and Perfections. 
Having thus far given you the Character of the Right- 
eous, and ſſiew'd it to be the diſtinguiſhing Privilege of |

Now, the Remembrance we owe to the Rightequs De- 
parted, ſeems principally to conſiſt in theſe three Acts.

Death is the laſt Draught of that bitter Cup, which the

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Sin. But neither the Juſtice, nor the Commonneſs of it, is 
ſufficient, we find, to reconcile us to its Terrors, ot hinder Mo 
us from . pefle&ting with Regret upon it as the worlt and * 
| greateſt of. Natural Evils. And tis as Natural for us to 
be concern'd for, and compaſſionate it in Others, as to ſtart ® _- 
| back at the Apprehenſions of its Approach to Ourſelves, 
, Wie cannot hear the News of a private Friend's Deceaſe, 
; without being touch'd with a Degree of Fellow. feeling for 
him, and e ſome. Griefgand Trouble for the Laß. ae > 
How much more {hou}d Nature andReaſonprowptusto be 
wail the Departure. of the Saints upon Earth, of ſuch; as ex- 
cell in Piety and Virtue, whoſe exemplary: Lives, and de- 
|  vout Interceſſions, make them in a Literal, as well as Spi: 
ritual Senſe, a Publick Gbod and Bleſſmg to Mankind. 
Not that we have any Reaſon on their Account to 
mourn ; for the Apoſtle S. Paul cautions us nat to be ſorr, 


as Men without Hope, for them that ſitep in Cbriſt Jeſus. Much . 
Jeſs are we to run into an Exceſs in. our Mourning, fo as 
to murmur and repine ename enn 3 For 
God may have wiſe Ends te ſerve by their Deaths; they 
may in Mercy be taken away from Evils tu come, to punith

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us for our Neglect or Abuſe of their Goodnels, or to ac-

Number of ther, which by Degrees took up the greateſt 
Part of their Kalendar) has occaſion'd not only the Diſuſe 
of it among us, but made it in ſome Senſes and Degrees 
impracticable. The Fear of offending in That Extreme, 
has made Men more liable to run into the Other; ſo that 
from avoiding the Superſtition of Paying too much Ho- 


nour and Reverence to the Saints, we ſeem rather inclin'd

But where's the Juſtice of this Proceeding? There's 
doubtleſs ſome Medium between theſe two Extremes. We 
may pay them a juſt Honour without falling down. to wor- 
mip them, and commemorate their Virtues without Ca- 
nonizing their Perſons; And tho? the degenerate Age we 
live in, affords but Few Saints, in comparifon of what the 
Primitive Times did; Yet this is no Argument why thoſe 
Few that we have, ſhould be paſs d by unregarded. On the 
contrary, it ſhould oblige us the more eminently to diſtin- 
guiſh them by all the particular Marks of Honour and Re- 


verence, that we can poſſibly give them in our Memories

Third and Laſt Way of Remembring the Righteous, and 
that is by a ſerious and induſtrious Imitation of their Lives 
and Examples. As Example is more inſtructive and enga- 
ging than Precept, ſo the Examples of the Deceas'd have 
generally more Power and e with us, than the Ex- 
amples of the Living. And: for this there are very Good 
Reaſons to be aH. ny oils 5 Lan e e 
As iſt, That there's nothing gives us ſo juſt an Eſtimate 
of any Excellence, as the being unhappily depriv'd of it : 
2d1ly, That there's: no Long or Emulation, when Good 
Men are gone, to make thoſe that Survive, diminiſh their 
Character, or any Way detra& ſrom their real Worth and 
Merit: And 3dly, That after their Departure hence, we 
look upon them not only as Good, but as Bleſſed and G o- 
riß d, and are therefore more apt to be influenc'd by their 
Virtues, becauſe of our Veneratſon for their Happy State. 
For theſe Reaſons, as it is highly proper and agreeable 
for us to remember the Lives of Saints Departed, and re- 
gulate our Own according to them; So we. are bound in 
Duty and Gratitude to do it, The bare Chanting out 
the Honours and Praiſes of the Dead in Poetical Hymns 
or Oratorical Harangues, is, without this, but an Empty 
Piece of Pageantry, that ſigniſies but littie. The Apoſtle's 
Rule is, that we {hould not only honour their Memories, 
but that we ſhould alſo fallom their Faith, confidering tbe 
End of their Converſation: From whence I think it may 
juſtly be inferr'd,” that unleſs we folow ther, we do not
